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THE SIN OF PRIDE * 
(HATE EVIL, HATE SIN SERIES) 

Excerpts from the Preaching of the Word of God

March 13, 2011 

1. Pride was the first sin committed. It was the sin of 
Lucifer. It was also the root of the original sin com- 
mitted by Adam and Eve. Pride is the greatest of sins 
because it is the summit of self-love and is directly 
opposed to submission to God. 

2. What is Pride? PRIDE is excessive belief in one's 
own abilities that interferes with the individual's 
recognition of the grace of God. It has been called the 
sin from which all others arise. Pride is also known as 
VANITY. 

3. God opposes the proud but gives grace to the humble. 
James 4:6, 1 Peter 5:5. The problem with PRIDE is 
that we see it in others but often times we don't see it 
in ourselves. Romans 2:21. Let us ask the Lord to re- 
veal to us the sin of pride in our lives. There are three 
(3) forms of pride that may be present in us: Pride of 
Moral Self-righteousness, Pride of Achievement, and 
Pride of an Independent Spirit. 

4. Pride of Moral Self-righteousness. Anyone who be- 
lieves that he holds the moral high ground in areas 
such as Christianity, Politics, Economics, Environ- 
mental Policies, Family etc. 

a. In terms of morals and religion, there is what we 
call Pharisaical Pride as illustrated in Luke 18:9 
&1 1. We exalt ourselves and condemn others. 

b. Knowledge (Doctrinal Pride) puffs up. 1 Corinthi- 
ans 8:1

c. How do we guard ourselves against self-righteous 
pride? 

1 . Bear in mind that no one is naturally righteous. 
Everyone was born with sin. Psalm 51:5 

2. Ask and thank the Lord for the grace to over- 
come pride in our life. 

3. Identify with the sins of others. Ezra was a 
righteous man but when Israel sinned, He iden- 
tified with the sins of his people and confessed 
these sins before the Lord as though they were 
His own. Ezra 7:10, 9:6 

Pride of Achievement. 

a. It is not wrong to desire and aim for success and 
achievement. The fruit of perseverance is success. 
2 Timothy 2:15. Success comes from the Lord. 1 
Samuel 2:7-8. 

b. We must not be proud of our achievements be- 
cause everything that we have comes from God. 1 
Corinthians 4:7 

c. Many of us desire recognition. Luke 17:10. Recog- 
nition also comes from God. Psalm 75:4 

Pride of an Independent Spirit. 

a. Some of the signs that we have an independent 
spirit are: we resist authorities and we are not 
teachable. 

b. To guard against the pride of an independent spirit, 
have a desire to learn from: 

1. Scriptures. Know what the scripture says about 

pride and submission. 

Those who are mature in faith. Learn from the 

examples in their lives. 

Someone with our best interest at heart and 

speaks wisdom. Hebrews 13:7 
How to deal with PRIDE: 

a. Recognize the responsibility to deal with pride. 
Identify specific areas of pride in your life, confess 
your sins and receive your forgiveness (Uohn 1:9), 
pray and seek the attitude of humility through the 
enabling power of the Holy Spirit. 
Memorize and apply scriptures. Hide God's word 
in our heart. Psalm 1 19: 1 1 

Involve an accountability partner or a "buddy" to 
remind, exhort and pray for you. Ecclesiastes 4:9- 
10.

Nations, who are the deciding factor." 
Another leader in the Intercessory Ministry, got the 
burden to pray for the peace of Jerusalem, he said 
that from now on they will give priority and number 
one in their prayer list, and they are actually asking 
for the list of prayer points and other factors that they 
needed to pray.
